AND SO IT GROWS 


Summer theatre is big business! Hardly a day goes by now without news of another 
summer theatre unveiling its schedule for the hot weather season. The exact number of 
summer theatres in operation is a difficult guess. The Actors’ Equity Association esti- 
mates about one hundred and thirty-five companies in the Eastern section of the country, 
but then there are hundreds of other operations throughout the nation whose work runs 
along from. week to week, season to season, unnoticed and unblessed by the maelstrom 
of labor relations which effect the operations of the larger and well known institutions. 
Yet, when the final curtains fall for the season, and the records—those which are avail- 
able—are tabulated, the results show that thousands of people found employment, and 
grosses were up in the millions of dollars. The mortality rate for the summer theatre is 
a high one, but the theatre that can survive the economic barrage assures its members 
of excellent all-around stage experience. 


Working in a summer theatre is an experience that all theatre people look forward 
to and remember fondly. Not just because the country atmosphere is healthy, but be- 
cause today it is the best place for people of the theatre—whether they are actors, direc- 
tors, writers, or technicians—to develop their talents. 

Credited as the first summer theatre is Elitch Gardens in Denver, Colorado, which 
opened its doors in May 1890. Up to this time the Gardens had been an amusement 
park with concerts and vaudeville acts as a feature attraction. Eventually short skits 
were introduced as breaks between the singers, musicians and acrobats. This innovation 
of skits proved so popular with the audience—and profitable for the management—that 
full length plays were presented with a resident company for several weeks each sum- 
mer. And a half century later the same policy is being followed with success. 

In 1916 three dominant theatres in New York City (and indeed in the U. S.) were 
the Washington Square Players, The Neighborhood Playhouse, and the Provincetown 
Players. They were all imaginative and experimental. They gave a vast impetus to 
the whole movement of the summer theatre, and even had an incalcuable influence on 
the commercial theatre. The Washington Square Players, beginning in the tiny Band- 
box Theatre, expanded first to the temporary Garrick, and then became the great Theatre 
Guild. Yet even in their Bandbox days they were giving the world such new names as 
Philip Moeller, Katherine Cornell, and Lee Simonson. 

The Neighborhood Playhouse on Grand Street, produced both long and short plays 
mostly European; but it was the first to develop the American professional dance-festival 
as we know it today, and all over the country we see the results of this pioneering. This 
theatre was also the first to develop the intimate revue, the Grand Street Follies. 

Down on Macdougal Street, The Provincetown Players, using a rehabilitated stable, 
gave outlet to the talent of unknown dramatists. They had as their chief glory the first 
plays of Eugene O’Neill, as well as the early experiments of Edna St. Vincent Millay, 
Susan Glaspell, and could rejoice in the scene designs of Cleon Throckmorton, who was 
later assigned the chore to draw plans for retaining the simple dignified lines of a century 
old Meeting House on Cape Cod which was to become the Cape Playhouse.

practice amateur acting in highbrow plays | 
that commercial managements will not 
touch.” Even though he finally dropped 
to ten percent—in the interest of more 
frequent productions of his plays—the de- 
valuation of the pound has been on his 
side. 


He was delighted with the idea of a 
revival of “Caesar and Cleopatra,” and 
believed it would be “the nearest thing 
in the market to a gilt-edged security.” 
Shaw himself would probably be the first 
to say that his frequent mailings to the 
Aldrich office were just to insure him- 
self of big receipts, but at any rate, his 
minute instructions demanded perfection. 
The story of Rome’s aging emperor and 
capricious young queen of the Nile had 
not been revived on Broadway for almost 
twenty-five years. 

Although the play was written on 
Shaw’s honeymoon in 1898, it remained 
in published form until 1906 when Sir 
Johnson Forbes-Robertson and his wife, 
Gertrude Elliot, opened in it at the New 
Amsterdam in New York. Theatre-lovers 
hailed it as one of his wittiest comedies, 
but only the non-commercial manage-

THE CAPE COD MUSIC CIRCUS 


Something excitingly new and utterly fascinating in summer theatre entertainment 
has been introduced to New England for the first time with the establishment by Richard 
Aldrich of THE CAPE COD MUSIC CIRCUS in Hyannis. This thrilling addition to the 
Straw Hat circuit brings to Cape Cod the world’s favorite operettas and musical comedies 
performed under a Big Top, fire-proof canvas in an intriguing style, known as ‘“theatre- 
in-the-round”. The presentation is not unlike that of the ancient Greek theatre. 


The Music Circus, patterned after the original project launched last summer at Lam- 
bertsville, N. J., by St. John Terrell, comprises a circular, arena-type stage and orchestra 
pit in the center of a gently sloping bowl. The circular seating plan lets the audience 
become very much a part of the proceedings. In fact, every seat is a good seat. There 
is a gay, party atmosphere about each performance as the singers, chorus and ballet 
members make their entrances and exits up and down the aisles. The very manner of 
production is intimate and friendly. The few pieces of props and scenery employed 
are brought in and out as the scenes change. Cleverly manipulated lighting and bril- 
liant costumes contribute richly to the magnificent productions. 


It is little wonder, then, that Mr. Aldrich and Miss Gertrude Lawrence were so com- 
pletely thrilled when they first visited Mr Terrell’s Music Circus at Miami Beach this 
past winter. Mr. Julius Fleischmann, associate producer of the Music Circus, likewise 
was fascinated by Mr. Terrell’s “brain child’. It was inevitable that Mr. Aldrich would 
decide to give Cape Cod outstanding musical entertainment just as he has offered at 
Dennis and at Falmouth the finest in drama. 

Members of the famous Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo will be in the Music Circus 
sparkling corps de ballet. Brilliant Broadway casts have been selected for this season’s

These three famous theatres had their day and ceased to be, but they left an im- 
pact that was gathering momentum with each passing day and during the 1920’s the 
summer theatre idea snowballed. Maine, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, and 
Connecticut were among the communities where tourist and residents were supporting 
theatres a number of weeks each summer, and names like Bucks County, Ogunquit, New- 
port, the Cape, and Ivoryton were fast becoming trade names in the staid theatrical 
circles of New York City. 

It was in March, 1927 that Raymond Moore circulated a handsome prospectus an- 
nouncing the plans for a summer theatre easily accessible to all reaches of Cape Cod. 
The location he had chosen was Dennis and for his theatre building he had chosen the 
old Nobscusset Meeting House, which came into being in 1790 as a church. The Meeting 
House had been abandoned to more earthly purposes in the middle of the 19th Century, 
having become a school, a tin shop, a slaughter house and finally a garage, before serving 
as altar to the thespian muses. The building had been twice moved from its original 
location when Mr. Moore purchased it twenty-four seasons ago and took it for its third 
journey through Dennis that year, this time to its present site. Here, in an attractive 
setting, the Cape Playhouse was born. 

Summer Theatres mushroomed in every section of the country during the thirties and 
branched out from the confines of the Eastern seaboard to the Mid and Far West, and 
by 1940 business was being conducted from Maine to California and Canada to Mexico. 

This spectacular growth was halted temporarily by the second World War. Gas 
rationing, lack of personnel and scarcity of equipment put more than half of the theatres 
out of business. Yet the summer theatre survives and even the war halted but did not 
check the movement in this country; for the rise began in the early twenties and with 
a few exceptions all through the great depression. Indeed it is a glowing record!
